This case related to a proposal made by the Mumbai Port Trust (MBPT) to 
amend the Scale of Rates of berth hire charges on vessel, boats and barges at 
various docks. 

2. The composite berth hire charges on vessels were last revised by MBPT 
with effect from 1 November 97 with the approval of the TAMP. The unit of levy 
of composite berth hire charges is the GRT of the vessels and the charges are 
leviable per GRT of the vessel per day. Thus the unit of charge is 24 hours. 

There is no grace period allowed and even for a few minutes stay at the berth 
beyond a day berth hire charges are recovered for full day. 

3. The issue regarding reduction of the minimum unit of 24 hours into a 
smaller unit has been engaging the attention of the Authority and the users. The 
issue was discussed in the Workshop held in Chennai in February 98. The 
Workshop adopted a unanimous Guideline on the point Guideline No.40 reads 
as follows: 

"There have been problems relating to delays both in berthing and at 
berths. The TAMP must find a way of dealing with both these problems. 

Even in respect only of delays at berths, there are two types of problems- 
damages caused by loss of ship time and irrational application of berth 
hire charges. Even if it is not possible for the TAMP to go into issues like 
damages caused by loss of ship time, it must definitely go into the other 
issue and rationalise berth hire charges. Instead of the current practice of 
denoting berth hire charges on a 24-hour basis. It will be more realistic to 
adopt a '8-hourly' charge." 

4. The present proposal of the MBPT is strictly in line with this Guideline. 

Also, while approving the berth hire for MBPT in 1997, in its order dated 22 
august 97, this Authority observed inter-alia as follows: 

"The proposal has maintained the practice of charging on a ’24-hourly 1 
basis. In real terms, this casts a very heavy (and, in some cases, 
unjustified) burden on vessels. We may have to consider some alternative 
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‘units’ for charging, i.e., ‘hourly' or '3-hourly' charges. It has been decided 
by the Authority to take up this issue.for a detailed analysis commonly for 
all the Ports. In the circumstance, the current practice is allowed to be 
continued subject to the understanding that it will be re-opened for 
reconsideration after about six months.” 

5. Accordingly, the MBPT has reconsidered the matter and proposed to 
prescribe the composite berth hire charges on an 8 hourly basis. The existing 
rates of 14 US cents per day or part thereof applicable to foreign going vessels is 
proposed to be fixed at 4.70 US cents per GRT for a period of 8 hours or port 
thereof. As regards coastal vessels, the MBPT has proposed Rs.o.75 per GRT 
for a period of 8 hours or part hereof instead of Rs.2.20 per GRT per day or part 
thereof. There is no change in the rates already approved. The MBPT have 
stated that the proposed amendment will result in a reduction in revenue to the 
tune of 5 to 6% approximately. 

6. The present proposal of the MBPT has been considered by the Board in 
its meeting held on 8 December 98 and was approved. 

7. The proposal of the MBPT was circulated for comments to MANSAA, 
INSA, CSLA, SCI, DG (Shipping), and CCI (Mumbai). Comments from CSLA, 
INSA, SCI, DG (Shipping), and CCI (Mumbai) have been received. Comments 
from MANSAA have not been received. The CSLA while agreeing with the 
proposal has also suggested for a further reduction of the Minimum period to 2 or 
4 hours. CCI (Mumbai) and SCI have also supported the proposal. DG 
(Shipping) have stated that they have no comments to offer. INSA while 
appreciating the proposal have suggested that after the vessel takes the berth 
and shift time available is less than 50%, then either no charge shall be levied or 
only a concessional charge shall be levied. This was referred to MBPT who have 
stated that the vessel berth time has no relation whatsoever with the port shift 
hours and that the proposal made by the port is reasonable We feel that the 
reply of MBPT is justified. 

8. Since the present proposal of MBPT is in accordance with our Guideline 
adopted at Chennai and also in line with the TAMP’s order dated 22 August 97 in 
respect of the MBPT, this Authority approves the proposal of the MBPT to amend 
the composite berth hire charges on an 8 hourly basis instead of the existing 24 
hours basis as given belwo: 


Delete the existing Section IV of the MBPT Scale of Ratee charged at 
the Docks and substitute therefor the following:

For the purpose of levy of the above charges: - 

(i) the minimum GRT for any vessel will be taken as 1000; and, 

(ii) the term ‘vessel’ will include the Boats, Barges and Craft of 
GRT of 1000 and above 

(2) . The berth hire shall be leviable from the time a vessel takes the 

berth till the time it leaves the berth. 

(3) . Sundays and Docks Holidays declared under Docks Bye-Law 

No.l 18 will be treated as normal working days for levy of the above 
charges and no separate charge will be levied. 

(4) . (i). ‘Coastal Vessel’ means a vessel engaged in the carriage by 

sea of passengers or goods from any Port or place in India 
to any other Port or place within the Union of India. Such 
vessels include the vessels pertaining to coast Guard / 
Indian Navy. 

(ii) . ‘Foreign going Vessel' means a vessel engaged in carriage 

by sea of passenger or goods from any Port or place in India 
to any other Port or place outside the Union of India. 

(iii) . (a). A foreign going vessel of Indian flag having a General 

Trading Licence can convert to coastal run on the 
basis of a Customs Conversion Order. 

(b). A foreign going vessel of foreign flag can convert to 
coastal run on the basis of a Coastal Voyage licence 
issued by the Director General of Shipping. 
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(c) . In case of such conversion, coastal rates shall be 

chargeable by the load port from the time the vessel 
starts loading coastal goods. 

(d) . In case of such conversion coastal rates shall be 

chargeable only till the vessel completes discharging 
operations; immediately thereafter, foreign going rates 
shall be chargeable by the discharge ports. 

(e) . For dedicated Indian coastal vessels having a coastal 

licence from the Director General of Shipping, no 
other document will be required to be entitled to 
coastal rates. 

(5) . Every Boat and oountry craft of less than 1000 GRT and pleasure 

yacht and a lash barge entering the Docks shall be levied berth hire 
charges of Rs.34 / US $ 2.70 tor a period of eight hours or part 
thereof for the first 200 GRT or part thereof and Rs.17 / US $ 1.35 
for a period of eight hours or part thereof for every additional 100 
GRT or part thereof in respect of coasting / foreign going vessels 
respectively. This concessional rate will be admissible to local 
crafts, boats and barges whether self propelled or not and plying in 
foreign and coastal trade. The concessional rates shall also be 
admissible to lash barges and pleasure yacht irrespective of their 
tonnage. Each barge will be separately charged berth hire charges 
treating each as a distinct vessel. However, when the barges make 
use of wharf crane, the composite berth hire charges as prescribed 
at (1) above shall be levied. 

(6) . The charges prescribed for foreign going vessels in this section will 

be collected from foreign as well as Indian Shipping Lines / Agents 
in equivalent Indian Rupees at the rate notified by the Reserve 
Bank of India on the date of arrival of the vessel at the Port.
